The condition of the patient may be appre- 
ciated when it is knowa that within perhaps 
fifteen minutes after an attempt to adminis- 
ter nourishment to him the general would 
suddenly look up with a momentary expres- 
sion of bewilderment and inquire of his at- 
tendant: ‘*‘When are you going to give me 
that food?” A half hour might elapse and 
again the sick man would glance up 
as though having forgotten something 
he would have remembered and 
ejaculate the question: “When are you 
going to give me the food you spoke of?” and 
when told that he bad just received food, but 
that more would be given if desired, the gen- 
eral would again fall into a half-unconscious 
doze and mutter: ‘‘Never mind. Never 
mind.” 

The afternoon was sultry and almost 
breathless, with the thermometer registering 
eighty-five degrees. There was no reviv- 
ing elements in the atmosphere and the 
sun went down after a day of sti 
fling discomfort, even to persons in good 
health. The general remained in his room 
and was not dressed during the day. He did 
not move except to rise when the pillows 
kept constantly beneath him to prevent be:- 
sores were beaten up and aired. Several 
times he walked feebly to the cot in the sick- 
room while his resting-place was being thus 
aired and freshened. So the afternoon wore 
on and at 9 o’clock Dr. Douglas came to the 
hotel to dinner. The Grant family were thep 
dining. 

Dr, Newman came up the mountain on the 
train arriving at 6:15 P.M. He joined the 

eneral’s family at their table, and there Dr. 

uglas reported the general's condition. He 


said the patient was in a critical condition 
and he would hazard no prediction of the fu 
ture, not even of the night. Dinner con 
cluded, Dr. Newman and Dr. Douglas re- 
turned to the cottage. A light breeze bad 
sprung up with the going down of the sun, 
and hope was expressed that the cooling air 
of the evening might revive the patient. 
Colonel Fred Grant had been at the cottage 
but a little while after his return from din- 
ner, when he was said to have expressed the 
belief that his father would not survive the 
night. 


His Dying Hours. 

Dispatches from Mount Mctregor on the 
22d were to the following effect: Nota ray of 
hope seems to have brightened the Grant 
household since the general's last and terrt 
ble collapse of vitality set in. 

All last night and until the sun of to-day 
had nearly got above the distant Eastern 
mountains, members.of the family sat 
wearily by the chair in which, with 
closed eyes pinched, 
features, the general sat, his 
breath coming and going convulsively, and 
his hands clinched at intervais with the in 
tense pain which shot through his throat.

Then she went out 
on the veranda, clad in a loose gown, threw 
herself wearily into a chair, and sit resting 
her head upon her hand. She went back 
after Dr. Douglas bad dressed the general's 
throat.

Notwithstanding his great weakness, Gen. 
eral Grant’s mind to-day was for the most 
part as clear as ever. He even at times 
noticed trifles. At noon the clock struck 11. 
“That clock does not strike right,” wrote the 
general to Colonel Fred, ‘You ought to havé 
it repaired,” 

Shortly after 2 o'clock this afternoon, when 
he bad been sitting for some time with his 
eyes closed, he suddenly opened them and 
ssid huskily, but distinetly: 

‘I do not wish anybody to be distressed on 
my account,” 

Solicitude for the feelings of those ahout 
him has heen one of the characteristics of his 
| long illness. Colonel Fred, Mrs. Grant, Mrs. 
Sartoris, and Ulysses, Jr., since he came with 
his wife this afternoon, hovered about the 
patient in the parlor continually. Jesse was 
| 80 distressed that he could not remain in the 

reom but a few moments ata time. The 

general wore his skull cap, the kerchief about 
his throat and thedark-red dressing gown. 
bedroom had been entirely aban- 
doned. 

Dr. Sands, Dr. Shrady and Ulysses, Jr., ar- 
rived at 3 oclock by aspecial train. ‘They 
went at once to the cottage and to the sick 
room, where the doctors made a careful exam- 
ination of the patient. At 4 o'clock all three 
came up to the hotel, and were at once sur- 
rounded by reporters, Drs, Sands and Shrady 
fully confirmed all that Dr. Douglas had here- 
tofore said, The general was terribly weak, 
and was growing rapidly weaker every 
moment. His pulse was fluttering, thready, 
and very rapid, It might be beating 120 to 
_the minute, and perhaps more. It was im- 
| possible to count it, None of thedoctors was 

willing to make any prediction how long the 
general might live, but it was evident they 
had grave doubts that he would survive 
twenty-four hours,

general's shortly before 6 Clock and found General 
Grant stil weaker, with his pulse at 


120, Soon after this, while Dr. Shrady was 
at dinner, he was summoned to another 
consultation, which found the general 
still deplorably weak and _ obviously 
sinking. An alarming feature of the gen- 
erals condition was th2 continued recur- 
-ence of attacks of hiceoughing. These at- 
tacks came at frequent intervals to-day and 
continued to-night. They were weakening 
in themselves, and were a striking evidence 
of weakness. 

The physicians said that General Grant 
was sinking. He seemed restless. 

‘“‘Would you like to lie down, father?” 
asked Colonel Fred Grant. 

‘Lhe general nodded, and tried to rise from 
his chair unassisted, He was not strong 
enougii, and he sank back into the chair. The 
colonel and the nurse belped him to rise, and 
then supported bim to the bed in the parlor, 
where he was carefully lowered to a reclin- 
ing position, and lay partly on his face, Dr. 
Douglas rolled the chair back, and one of the 
physicians afterward remarked that the gen- 
eral had left his chatr for the last time. he 
belief was that General Grant had at length 
lain down to die. 

The family gathered at the side of the sick 
man, and again Dr. Newman, at about the 
same bour as last night, and at Mrs. Grant's 
request, knelt beside the general and prayed, 
while the doctors stood somewhat apart. 

An hour passed, and death seeined a littl. 
less rapidly gaining On the man it had pur. 
sued just nine months to-day, It is just nin, 
months ago today that General Gran\ 
walked into Dr. Douglas’ office in New York 
to seek his professional aid for the cancer. 

Between 10 and 11 o’clock r. m. Dr. Shrady 
accosted the general and be answered ins 
husky voice and promptly. Stimu'ants were 
being used but sparingly, and there was ex- 
pressed by medical authority a belief that 
the closing crisis might occur either at 1 or 
4 o'clock m the morning. 

At midnight bottles of hot water wer 
placed at the general’s feet to induce warmth, 
and mustard plasters were applied over the 
stomach and Seas to preserve the flagying 
circulation. Dr. Sands was resting at the 
hotel, and Drs. Douglas and Shrady were at 
the cottage with the patient and his family. 

At l o'clock the general remained in the 
same condition. Pulse and respiration were 
unchanged, and there was a feeling that he 
might tide over the midnight season of weak- 
ness, and until 4 A. M, ypodermic injec- 
tions of brandy were used. | the members 
of the Grant family were up, awaiting the 
end. 

On the morning of the 43d, General Grant 

ssed away in presence of his family. Asa 
New York paper puts it, “‘he has left his sor- 
rowing relatives to mourn the loss of a dear 
father and friend, and the country to do 
honor to the memory of a hero. 

“His respites from pain were taken advan- 
tage of by him to complete his memoirs and 
to set his house in order. He never seemed 
to give any sign of failing of intellect 
or expiring vigor, and, as Dr. Loug 
las said, he was dying for days with 
out giving any of the ordinary evidences oF 
symptoms of his own undoubted conscious: 
ness of the fact. After a long and storm) 
life and an iliness of the most trying kind the 
great soldier is at rest at last.”

PHELAST SCENE. 


‘Lne story of the impressive scene at (ien- 
eral Grant's death-bed is vividly told in the 
following dispatch from Mount McGregor: 


A few minutes before 8 o'clock this 
morning Drs. Douglas, Shrady, and Sands 
stood on the cottage veranda conversing of 
the condition of General Grant, and ep 
the probabilities of his death and the limit 
life left the sick man. Mrs. Sartoris and the 
stenographer, Mr. Dawson, were conversing 
a little distance away, when Henry, the nurse, 
stepped hastily upon the piazza and spoke 

vowel to the physicians. e told them he 
thoug t the general was very near to death. 

The medical men hastily entered the room 
where the sick man was lyimganda 
his side. Instantly u scanning the pa- 
tient’s face Dr. Douglas ordered the family 
to be summoned to (he belside. Mrs. Grant, 
Mr. Jesse Grant and wife, U. 8S. Grant. Jr.., 
and wife, and Colonei Grant's wife were 
quickly beside the do tors at the sick man’s 
cot. Mrs. Sartoris and Mr. Dawson had fol- 
lowed the doctors in from the piazza, and the 
entire family was present, except Colonel 
Fred Grant. A hasty summons was sent for 
him, but he entered the sick-room while 
the messenger was searching for him 

The colonel seated himself at the head of the 
ned, with his left arm resting ~-+ the pillow 
above the head of the general, who was breath- 
ing rapidly and — slightly gasping respira- 
tions. Mrs.Grant,calm but with intense agi- 
tation bravely suppressed, took a seat close 
by the bedside. She leaned slightly upon the 
cot, resting upon hor right elbow, and gazing 
with tear-blinded eyes into the general's face. 
She found there, however, no token of reecog- 
nition. Mrs. Sartoris came behind her 
mother, and leaning over her shoulders so 
witnessed the elose of her father’s life. Di- 
rectly behind Mrs. Grant and Mrs. Sartoris, 
and at alittle distance removed stood Drs. 
Douglas, Shrady and Sands. On 
site side of the bed from his mother and di- 
rectly before her stood Jesse Grant and U. 8. 
Grant, Jr., and near the corner of the cot on 
the same side as Jesse and near to each was 
Mr. N. FE. Dawson, the General's stenogra- 
pher and confidential secretary. At the foot of 
the bed and gazing directly down intothe gen- 
eral’s face were Mrs. Fred. Grant, Mrs. U. 8. 
Grant, Jr.. Mrs. Jesse Grant,while somewhat 
remove l from the family, Henry,the nurse,and 
Harrison Tyrrel, the general's body servant, 
were watching the closing life of patient and 
master. Dr. Newman had repaired to the 
hotel to breakfast and was not present. The 

eneral’s little grand-children, U. 5. Grant, 
Jr., and Nellie, were sleeping in the nursery 
room. Otherwise the entire family house- 
hold was gathered around -the bedside of the 
dying man. 

The members of the group had been sum- 
moned not a moment too seon. The doctors 
noted on entering the room and pressing to 
the bedside that already the purplish tinge 
which is one of the siena!'s of final dissolu- 
tion bad settled beneath the finger nails, The 
hand that Dr. Douglas lifted was fast grow- 
ing cold. The pulse had fluttered beyond the 

yint where the physician could distinguish 
tt from the pulse beats in his own finger tips. 
iration was very rapid, and was a suc- 
cession of shallow panting inhalation; but 
happily as the end approached the patient 
was ying relieved of the rattling 
fullness of throat and lungs; as the respira- 
tion grew more rapid at the close, it also be- 
came less labored and almost noiseless. This 
fact was in its results acomfort tothe watch. 
ers to whom was spared the scene of other 
than a peaceful death. Mrs. Grant almost 
stroked the face, and

No sound broke the silence save the 
singing of birds in the pines outside the cot- 
tage, and the measured throbbing of the 
engine that all night had waited by the little 
mountain depot down the slope. “It is all 
over,” quietly spoke Dr, Douglas, and there 
came "then heavily to each the realization 
that General Grant was dead. 

Then the doctors withdrew, the miurse 
closed down the eyelids and composed the 
dead general's head, after which each of the 
family group pressed to the bedside one after 
the other and touched their lips upon the 
quiet face.

Dr. Shrady this morning under the head- 
line ‘At Last,” sont to the Medical Recora, 
the following official bulletin of General 
Grant’s dying hours: 

“Since our last bulletin was written the 
final change has come to General Grant. He 
passed peacefully away at 8 o'clock Thursday 
morning. On the morning of the day previ- 
eas Dr. Douglas summoned Drs.. Sands and 
Shrady to meet him in consultation at Mount 
McGregor, as General Grant was sink- 
ing, and death seemed imminent. On 
their arrival the patient was found in a very 
prostrated condition, with feeble and fre. 
quent pulse, rapid respiration, and inability 
to swallow. He was suffering no pain, but 
by his listless manner was apparently cor- 
scious that death was near. It was decided 
to sustain his vital powers to the utmost, and 
make his ap cenating end as comfortable at 
possibte. he disposition to cough had 
ceased, and the respiration, although much 
accelerated, was not mechanically impeded 
by accumulated mucus secretions. At the 
time of the consultation he was in his easy 
chair occupied so constantly by bim day and 
night for the past five months. Toward 
evening, by his own request, be was trans- 
ferred to his bed, where he rested quietly 
until hisdeath. As was anticipated by the 
medical gentlemen in attendance, he con- 
tinued to sink, despite the stimulants locall 
applied and hypodermically administ 
His fear of a and agonizing dea 
was ha for him, as for bis family, not re- 
alized. He simply passed away by a gradual 
and easy cessation of the heart’s action. Thns

The lowering of the flag was 
the first intimation that the citizens of Wash- 
ington had of the death of the distinguished 

eneral, A few minutes after the White 

louse flag was placed at half mast, the flags 
on all the public buildings and on many pri- 
vate houses were placed in like position. SS) 
bells of the city were tolled. Business men 
immediately began draping their houses with 
mourning. While the bells tolled President 
Cleveland sent the following despatch to Mr= 
Grant at Mount McGregor: 

‘Accept this expression of my herrtfelt 

mpathy in this hour of your great affiic 
tion. The seople of the nation mourn with 
er and would reach, if they could, with 

indly comfort, the depths of the sorrow 
which is yours alone and which only the pity 
of God can heal.” 

The following proclamation was afterwa 
issued by the President: 

The President of the United States has just 
received the sad tidings of the death o* that 
illustrious citizen and ex-President of the 
United States, General Ulysses 8. Grant, at 
Mount McGregor, in the State of New 
York, to which place he had lately been re- 
moved in the endeavor to prolong his life. 

In making this announcement to the peo- 
ple of the United States, the President is im- 
pressed with the magnitude of the public loss 
of a great military leader, who was in the 
hour of victory magnarimous; amid disas- 
ter, serene and self sustained; who in every 
station, whether asa soldier or as a Chief 
Magistrate twice called to power by his fel- 
low countrymen, trod unswervingly the path- 
way of duty undeterred by doubts, single 
minded and straightforward. The entire 
country has witnessed with deep emotion his 
prolonged and patient struggle with painful 
disease, and has watched by his couch of suf- 
fering with tearful sympathy. 

The destined end has come at last, and h 
spirit has returned to the Creator who sent it 
forth. The great beart of the nation that 
followed him, when living, with love and 
pride, bows now in sorrow above him dead, 
tenderly mindful of his virtues, his great pa 
triotic services, and of the loss occasioned wa 
his death. 

In testimony of to the memory of 
veneral Grant, it is ordered that the execu- 
tive mansion and the several departments at 
Washington be draped in mourning for a 
period of thirty days, and that alt public bus- 
iness shall on the day of the funeral be sus-

The President also issued an order direct- 
ing that all the executive departinents of the 
government be closed at 1 o'clock P. M. asa 
mark of respect to the memory of General 
Grant. 

Upon receipt of the news of the death of 
General Grant, the following telegram was 
sent to Colonel F. D. Grant by General S. 8. 
Burdett, Commander-in-Chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic: 

“Expressing the profound grief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic upon the death 
of the greatest of our comrades on behalf of 
its 300,000 members, I tender to your hon- 
ored mother and to all the affiicted family 
their heartfelt sympathy. pray you 
have me advised as soon as arrangements for 
the last sad rites are determined upon.” 

Governor Hill also issued a proclamation 
announcing to the citizens of New York the 
death of General Grant, paying a tribute to 
his genius as a soldier, and his patience in 
suffering, directing that the flags on all pub- 
lic buildings be displayed at haif mast until 
his burial, and requesting the people to dis- 
play emblems of mourning. 

Mrs. Grant and family received innumera- 
ble telegrams of sympathy from every part 
of the country, from governors of States, 
mayors of cities, public exchanges, soldiers 
who fought on both sides in the late war, 
uembers of Congress and private citizens. 


The Universal Grief. 


Hundreds of dispatches from all parts of 
the country told of the reception of the news 
of General Grant’s death, In cities and vil- 
lages in every State in the Union bells were 
tolled, public and private buildings were 
draped in black, flags were hung at half mast, 
and in many places public meetings were 
held, at which speeches were mace and reso- 
lutions of sympathy passed. Similar meet- 
ings of munici bodies were also held, and 
preparations for memorial services were 
made. In Philadelphia. sixty-three strokes 
were given by the bell in Independence Hall, 


one for each of the general's life. In 
Con N. H., both branches of the legis- 


ing the news. 
great annual ball at 
rink, for which fashionable visitors had 
been making unusual preparations, was im- 
mediately postponed fora week. In many 
towns courts, city offices, and business ex- 
changes were immediately closed. Every- 
where meetings of Grand Army posts were 
held to prepare for the observation of the 
funeral ceremonies. In Washington all gov- 
ernment departments were closed, and the 
great public buildings andthe White House 
were most elaborately draped in mourning, 
the display of crape fully equaling that op 
the occasion of Garfield's death. 

When the news was received in Spring. 
field, IIL, a meeting of citizens was convened 
at the court house, at which General John 
M. Palmer presided. The mayor was directed 
to send a dispatch on behalf of the city to 
Mrs. Grant, offeri a resting-place there 
for the remains of General Grant. Subse- 
quent to the meeting an association to be 
known as the Grant Monument association 
was formed and incorporated under the State 
law for the purpose of erecting a suitable 
monument to Grant, to be located at or near

NEWS FROM DANVILLE, VA, 


WHAT 18 BEING DONE THERE. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO THE 
BEE ) 
Danville, Va. July 26, ’85, 


The Editor of the Bre : 

Being in the immediate vicinity 
of this basiness little town, of sbout 
7000 inbabitants which acquired 
quite an unenviable reputation 
from a political standpoint not 
long since, | determined to visit 
the Summer Norma! Institute, 
for the colored teachers of the state, 
now in session here. ‘These -‘Sam- 
mer Normals” have given quite anu 
impetus the educational work of 
the State, but are not so well atten- 
ded as in 1880 and 81, when they 
were experiments, presenting nov- 
el features in the public school sys- 
tem. They bave been held respec- 
tively in Lynchburg, Hampton. 
Petersburg, Farmville and Dan- 
ville. The object is to present to 
the teachers the latest and most 
improved methods in their pro. 
gressive profession and thus ele- 
vate the standing, especially of the 
uugraded country schools, which, 
from force Of necessity, are often 
somewhat behind theage. I found 
about 170 teachers in attendance 
and the institute is in charge of Mr. 
H. P. Montgomery, assisted by a 
corps of iustructors from Washing- 
ton, composed of Mrs, H. P. and 
Prof. W. 8. Montgomery, Mr. Jas. 
Waring and Miss Louisa Wasbing- 
ton. The best methods of instract- 


ing ebildren in the branches com- 
movly taught in the pablic schools 


including physics, are well illastra- 


ted, and a model school com posed 
of little children, after the manner 
of the one conducted in the Min- 
er building at Washington, is 
taught by Miss Washington in the 
presence of the teachersat the In- 
stitation. 

The interest and pleasure, from a 
social standpoint, are by no means 
@ minor feature in these gatherings, 
aud the real Virgiuia hospitality is 
always by the resident 
young men. The feature of Friday 
evening the 25th inst. was a grand 
dress reception by the Young Men’s 
Home Circle Club,” given to the 
visiting teachers, which I have not 
seen surpassed in complete prepa- 
ration and enjoyment by any of 
the brilliaut entertainments among 
the elite of Washington society. 

There is yet a very erroneous 
idea extant, relative to the very ex- 
treme prejudiced disposition exist- 
ing between the races here, for au 
outside observer will find jast the 
same state of affairs and feelings 
here, as in other cities south and 
north of Mason and Dixon’s line. 
I would be glad to spend a lounger 
time in this business 
centre and give a more detailed ac- 
count of impressions gained, bat 
the heat has become so unbearable, 
that Iam driven, after a short stay 
to the more rural Districts amid 
shady trees and Summer bowers.

A TALE OF SHIPWRECK. 
‘Thrilling and Remark xbie Expert- 


The story of the poor woman who, 
with her three children, was imprisoned 
for seventeen hours under a capsized 
boat, has recalled to one of our corre- 
spondents a similar case of suffering, 
which he thus describes: 

The brig Nerina, of Dunkerque. sailed 
from that place on Saturday, October 31, 
1840, under the commend of Captain 


canvas for Marseilles. Her burden was 
about 114 tons. The crew consisted of 
seven persons, including the captain and 
his nephew—a boy fourteen years old. 
At three o'clock in the afternonn of 
Monday, November 16th, they were 
forced to heave to ina gale of wind, at 
about ten or twelve leagues south weat of 
the Scilly Isles. ‘At seven o'clack of 
the same evening a heavy sea struck the 
vessel, and she suddenly capsized, turn- 
ing bottom upward. The only man on 
the deck at tlie time was thrown into the 
sea and was drowned. 

In the forecastle were three seamen— 
Vincent, Vantaure and Jean Marie. The 
two former succeeded in getting up close 
to the keelson, and so kept their heads. 
above water. Jean Marie was not so for- 
tunate; hé must have been in some 
measure entang'ed, for after convulsively 
grasping the heel of Vantaure for a few 
seconds, he let go his hold and was 
drowned. The other two, finding that 
the shock of the upset had started the 
bulkhead between the forecastle and the 
hold, and that the cargo itself had 
fallen down on the deck, contrived to 
draw themse.ves alongside the keelson 
toward the stern of the ship, whence 
they thought they heard scme voices, 
At the time of the accident the captain, 
the mate, Jean Gallo, and the boy, Nico- 
tas Nissen, were in the cabin. The cap- 
tain caught the boy in his arms, under 
the impression that their last moments 
had arrived. The mate succeeded in 
wrenching _— the trap hatch in the 
cabin, and clearing out some casks that 
were jammed in the lazarette, a sort of 
small triangle space between the cabin 
floor and the keelson, where stores are 
generally stowed away. Having done 
this, he scrambled up into the vacant 
space and took the boy from the hands 
ot the captain. In about an hour they 
were joined by Vincent and Vantaure 
from the forecastle. There were then 
five persons closely cooped together. 

As they sat they were obliged to bend 
their bodies, for want of height above 
them, while the water reached as high as 
their waists, from which irksome position 
one at a time obtained some relief by 
stretching at full length on the barrels 
in the hold, squeezing himself up close 
to the keelson. They were able to dis- 
tinguish between day and night by the 
light striking from above into the sea 
and being reflected up through the 
cabin skylight, and then into the laza- 
rette through the trap-hatch in the 
cabin floor. The day and night of 
Tuesday, November 17, and the day fol- 
lowing passed without food, without re- 
lief, almost without hope; but still each 
encouraged the others, endeavoring to 
assuage the pangs of hunger by chewing 
the bark stripped from the hoops of the 
casks. 

Want of fresh air threatened them 
with death by suffocation; the mate 
worked almost incessantly for two days 
and one night in endeavoring with his 
knife to cut a nole through the hull. 
Happily the knife broke before he had 
succeeded in accomplished his object,’ 
the result of which must have proved 
ulone preserved

The captain then went down into the 
cabin and found that the quarter of the 
ship was stove in, and, looking through 
the opening, he called out to his compan- 
ions: **Thank God, we are saved? I see 
a man on the beach.” Immediately after 
this the man approached and put in his 
hand, which the captain seized,almost as 
much to the terror of the.poor man as to 
the delight of the captain. The people of 
the neighborhood were soon assembled, 
the side of the ship was cut open,and the 
four poor fellows were liberated, after an 
entombment of three days and three 
nights. The spot where the vessel struck 
is called Porthellick, in the island of 
St. Mary’s, Scilly. She must have been 
driven on the rocks soon after midnight, 
at about the period of h gh water, and 
was discovered at about seven o'clock 
on Thursday morning by a man acci- 
dentally passing along the cliffs. In an- 
other half hour the returning tide would 
have sealed their fate. The body of 
Vincent was thrown on the rocks a 
shart distance from the wreck, and ways 
interred in the burying ground of St 
Mary's. 

Not the least remarkab'e part of the 
story is, that in the afternoon of Wednes- 
day, the 18th, the wreck, flouting bot- 
tom upward, was fallen in with about a 
league and half distance from the islands 
by two pilot boats, which took her in tow 


heavy sea running and every appearance 
of bad weather, they abandoned her, hav- 
ing no suspicion, of course, that there 
were buman beings alive in the hold of 
the vessel, which was floating with little 
more than her keel out of water. Had 
the vessel not been so taken in tow the set 
of the current would have drifted her 
clear of tue isles into the vast Atlantic.

Lime Water. 

The housekeepet should never be with- 
gut a bottle of lime water. To have it 
slways ready and in good order, with lit- 
tle expense, place in a tall quart bottle 
of any kind a gill or so of good lime just 
slacked with water. Then fill the bottle 
with rain or other pure water, and allow 


ime will settle, leaving clear lime water 
it the top. Pour this off gently, as want- 
dd, adding more water as needed. Lime 
water, even when closely corked, often 
leteriorates; the carbonic acid in the air 
nites with the lime and settles as an in- 
wluble carbonate on the sides of the bot- 
ile, which is nearly impossible to remove. 
This will spoil the bottle for any other 
ise. Therefore select one from the store- 
‘oom which is not valued, but which has 
t good tight cover. A wide mouth-bot- 
de is preferable. The lime should Le re- 
noved and fresh put in once a year or so, , 
inless kept very tightly corked. A pint 
£ cold water dissolves less than ten 
ins of lime, and warm water still less. 
e uses lime water may be put to are in-' 
mmerable. If good milk disagrees with 
s child or wn person, three or four 
ablespoonfuls of lime water added to a 
int ef it will usually help digestion and 
srevent flatulence; it also counteracts 
pain from wind in the stomach caused by 
ating acid fauits. Over-eating of can- 
lies and other sweets will sometimes 
‘ause acidity, for which this is a sover- 
ign remedy. A tablespoonful for a child 
two years old to-a gill or more for an 
idult is an ordmary dose, while consid- 
‘rable will have no bad results; in fact, 
t is asimple anti-acid and slightly tonic. 
4 small quantity put into the tooth-mug 
with the water for cleaning the teeth will 
xarden the gums and prevent soft decay, 
which is a serious evil which many desire 
o avert. For burns and scalds, to two 
parts of linseed oil add one part of lime 
water, and apply with soft linen.
